In th e convention hall, in the 
hotel lobbies and on the streets they 
were calling Earle "F D .R .’s crown 
prince.” and predicting he would be 
a candidate for the U nited S tates 
senate in 1936, and looked upon w ith ’ 
favor by som e natio n al leaders as a 
presidential possibility in 1940. 
M ention of E arle as a presidential 
possibility was nothing new to th e

Barkley, of K entucky- but th e sen ­ 
ator expressed renew ed 
bitterness 
W ednesday. 
"I have represented my state in 
the senate for tw enty-seven years."

Conflict over the party’s platform 
and bitter dissesnion that delayed 
action by two of the convention’s 
vital committees ruffled the surface 
increasingly, although a stubborn 
delegate contest apparently was set­ 
tled by compromise. 
Throughout the night a drafting 
trorrmnttee struggled for a platform 
agreement, but only meager word of 
progress came from the guarded 
conference room. 
It appeared that 
money, monopoly and constitutional 
issues were making most of the 
trouble. 
Still unsettled, too, was the dis­ 
pute whether to abandon the old

| Southern opposition to the change 
I had developed unexpected strength 
and bitterness.

Public' Hears Speech 
Senator Robinson’s speech, deliv- 
j ered to a packed house after the 
j doors had been thrown open to the 
I public, occupied nearly all of the 
night session although there also 


was some parading and cheering be­ 
fore the recess until ll a. rn., East­ 
ern daylight time, today. 
Lashing at Landon and others of 
the republican leadership, and pour­ 
ing out high praise for the general­ 
ship of Roosevelt. Robinson never­ 
theless saved some of his heaviest 
fire for the supreme court. 
As had Senator Barkley, of Ken- j 
lucky, the keynoter, before him, the 
wide-shouldered majority leader of ; 
the senate mixed writh sarcasm an 
assertion 
that the highest 
legal 
tribunal had been “showing up na­ 
tional recovery.” 
The continued flings at the court 
by the convention’s chief speakers 
stirred wide speculation. Some here 
felt these words were certain to 
echo in the presidential campaign 
to come.

“The Many-Sided Christ in the 
Gospels” was the theme of the ser­ 
mon delivered Sunday morning by 
the Rev. Dr. NT. B. S, Thomas, pas­ 
tor of the Memorial United Breth­ 
ren church, who occupied the Pres­ 
byterian church pulpit as part of 
the community pulpit exchange ob­ 
served Sunday. 
“ Every careful reader and student 
of the new testament is deeply im­ 
pressed by the large number of 
names which are given to Jesus. On 
close scrutiny it is seen that these 
names were not given to Him by 
others but were chosen and applied 
to Himself by Himself. Christ seemed 
to take delight in choosing a variety 
of names in order to show the range 
of His personality and the scope of 
His vision.’’ said Dt. Thomas. 
“His favorite title was ‘Son of 
Man.' 
The expression occurs 25 
times In Matthew’s gospel. 
When 
He calls Himself the son of man He 
is saying: ‘I am the son of human­ 
ity. 
I am the real man, the ideal 
man, the kind of man that God 
wants a man to be.’ 
We need a 
many-sided Christ because wo are 
many-sided creatures. 
We need a 
Christ, therefore, who can appear to 
our mind and satisfy (air heart.” 
Continuing 
the 
preacher 
said: 
“Why do we have four gospels? Why 
would not one have been t .ough? 
The answer is that Chris* is so 
many-sided he could not have been 
completely presented to us by any 
erne evangelist. The gospels are all 
different from one another. In the 
first gospel we have Jesus as a 
teacher. 
Christ as Hero 
•‘In the gospel of Mark we have 
Jesus as the hero. 
We read the 
word ‘straightway* often in these 
chapters. 
Eleven times in the first 
chapter we see Christ as the hero. 
Mark is not interested in teaching. 
He does not seem to care much for 
ideas. 
“Jesus is seen as a physician in 
the gospel of Luke. 
The gospel of 
Luke Is the most tender of the gos­ 
pels.
